Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  the  alley  north 
of  Lots  No.  198  and  199  North  Side  Extended  Addition  excepting  the  south 
twenty  ( 20  ) feet  thereof. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  alley  vacation  as  above 
described,  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 

The  cost  of  said  vacation  as  above  described  shall  be  assessed 
against  the  property  owners  beneficially  affected  thereby. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by 
the  proposed  vacation  as  above  described,  is  described  as  follows;  Lots 
numbered  one-hundred  ninety  eight  ( 198  ) , one-hundred  ninety  nine  ( 199  ) 
in  North  Side  Extened§d  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana;  also  part  Lot 
No.  two  ( 2 ) Feeder  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  lying  north 
of  above  described  alley  and  west  of  Harrison  Street.

bonds,  except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually  received  by  the  City 
from  the  assessments  for  such  property  damages  as  said  City  is  by  above 
entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making  of  said 
improvement,  assessment  of  property,  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance 
of  bonds  therefor,  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all 
amendments  thereto  and  suplemental  thereof. 

All  streets,  lots,  and  lands  affected  by  the  above  described  alley 
vacation  being  situated  in  the  South  West  Quarter,  Section  thirty  five  ( 35  ) , 
Township  thirty  one  ( 31  ) north,  range  twelve  ( 12  ) east,  and  lying  Within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.
